Employment for Vietnamese 


Any government in the world reserves 
employment first for its nationals, be it the 
government of the United States or that of 
the Philippines. There should be no excep- 
tion to this rule with the Vietnarnese govern” 
ment which, as it pledges, cares for the 
welfare of its people and,as it prides itself, 
is master in his uwn house.. Moreover, any 
grant of privileges to nationals of another 
country regardiag employment should he 
reviprocal, 


It is therefore high time that the 
government reviews the case of a conside- 
rable number of foreigners who have Grif- 
ted in; loosely centrolled, to take up jobs 
which should go to the Vietnamese. It is 
gratifying to learn that imporlant foreign 
firms have given their word that they will 


no longer import foreign labour as 
freely as hitherto and that they 
will reserve employment first for
